I have examined the boxes containing dies returned to this office by the Superintendent of 
the U.S. Mint at New Orleans and find with the exception of some clerical errors the list of dies 
accompanying the letter of the Superintendent, of the 7th inst. to be correct. The errors 
mentioned are these. In the list of Standard Dollar dies for the calendar year 1885 I find dies No. 
58 obverse and reverse, these should be No. 53. 


In the list of Standard Dollars for the calendar year 1886 there is obverse No. 24 this 
should be No. 30. 


The records of this office, also a very careful examination of the dies returned from this 
statement to be correct. These errors should be corrected as they might confuse accounts.
